The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After further review of the claimed invention and prior art of record, the claimed 
invention is novel over the prior art of record because the prior art of record fails to appreciate 
the claimed invention with respect to the claimed composition based on the claimed primary 
particle size coupled together with the claimed specific D 95 /D 5 and D 95 /D 5 /Dsa ratios. The prior 
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art of record is silent as to the claimed specific ratios, thus these aspects are not appreciated by 
the art when coupled with the claimed composition, as a whole. The new reference cited on the 
892 (Vogt et al. (766)) does not teach the size of the primary particles. In addition, although this 
reference teaches weight percents of the silica sizes, the volume of said sizes can not be directly 
translatable to volume, the volume ratio of the instant claims is not appreciated. The above 
reasons for allowance are independent of applicants remarks because said remarks are based on 
the criticality shown in the tables, however, the results defined in the tables relied upon for 
showing criticality are fully not commensurate in scope with the claims. The examiner 
acknowledges the declarations filed 12/7/05, however, these declarations are not fully used in the 
basis for patentability because said declaration refer to the criticality of the claimed ratio and as 
defined above, any evidence submitted is not fully commensurate in scope with the claims.
